CS N and Commerce to and from Dur Poꝛts in times of Ho/tility between Our Neighbour Pꝛinces hath been much 
FI dilturbed, nay the Reverence due to Our Pozts, Harbours, and other Places under Our immediate Pzotection, 
4 ZN 9 hath bcen violated by the Piratical Pꝛactices, Depzedations, and Puſolencies of Private Men of War, and 
RAGE DE 4 others pꝛetending Commiſſion koz the pzeſent Hoitilit es; e have thought fit, by the Advice of Dur Pzivy 
Council, after an exact view firſt taken of the Rules, Oꝛdinantes, and Pꝛoviſions made upon the like occaſt- 
VEAARI ons by Pur Royal Pꝛogenitoꝛs, and Dur Selt, to Revive, Eſtabliſh, Ratific and Publiſh to all the UWozld, 
ay thiſ? Rules and Oꝛdinantes following. Our Royal Will and Pleaſure therefoze is; 
. That within Dur Pozts, Havens, Noads and Creeks, as alſo in every other Place oz Tract at Sea, that 
may be reaſonably conſtrued to be within any of thoſe Denominations, Limits, oz Pzecinccs, there ſhall be an 
Inviolable Truce and Cellation of all Hoſtilities between all Perſons and Parties whatſoever, and that no Fozce, Uiolence, Surp2ize 02 
Offence ſhall be done therein, either from Man of War to Man of War, oꝛ from Man of War to Merchant, oz from Merchant to Mer⸗ 
chant, that happen to be in Hoſiility the one againſt the other; but that all, of what Nation oz Party ſoever, ſolong as they ſhall be with- 
in Dur Poꝛts, Harbours, oz other Places reputed to be within Pur moze immediate P:otection, and where Our Commanders and 4 
ters are accomptable fo2 the Publick Peace, ſhall be underſtood to be under Our Special Safe-Conduc, and muſt keep the Peace inviola- 
viy each with other. And We do further Declare, and hereby Donounce, That the Ships and Goods of all Aggreſſozs, Actoꝛs, and Df= 
fenders whatſoever againſt the true meaning ok this Dur Oꝛdinance and Pzoclamation, are and ſhall be ipſo facto Confiſcate, and pꝛo- 
-ceeded againſt in Our High Court of Admiralty, to Sentence and Condemnation, accoꝛding to Law, notwithſtanding auy Commiſſion 
of War, oꝛ Letters of Repzizals ſuch Offenders may have, oz pzetend to have foz their juſtification. | _ 
. We Will and Command, That all Our Officers and Subjects by Sea and Land, do as muchas in them lies, Pꝛohibit the Roving 
and Hovering of Men of War \o near the Entry of any ot Our Harbours, oz Our Coaſts, as that Merchant-men home-ward 02 out⸗ 
ward bound, tooꝛ from any of Dur Pozts, ſhall nn their Paſſage to be unſafe, oz their danger of being Set upon and Surpzized 
apparent, to the hindzing and diverting of Trade and Commerce from Pur Pozts. And Me do ſtraitly Charge and Require Our ſaid Of⸗ 
ficers and Subjects to Reſcue, Duccour and Defend all Merchant⸗ men, and others that ſhall happen to be Set upon oz Surpzized ſo near 
Our Coaſts, oz the Entry of Dur Harbours, as map be eaſily conſtrued to be under Our moꝛe ſpecia Care and Pzotection, and that they 
2 a Deize all Dftenders in this kind, in oꝛder to bzing them to Condign Puniſhment, foꝛ Diſturbing and Hindzing the Trade

IV. And We do hereby Charge and Require all Utce-Admirals, Cuſtoiners, and other Our Officers in Pozts and Maritime places, 
That they Uiſit all Ships and Uefiels belonging to Dur Subjeas, that ſhall Uicual, Furnich, o2 Recruit themlelves foz Uoyages at 
Sea, and that they ſtay and detain all ſuch as they (Hall ſuſpect by the P2oviſion oz Furniture to be deſigned foꝛ anv other than Trading oꝛ 
Fiſhing Uoyages, until further Oꝛder from Us, oz Dur Tozd High-Admiral, oz Dur Commillioners foz Executing the Office of Lozd 
Higt= Ydmiral to2 the time being in that behalt. 


V. And Me do further {traitly Command and Require alt Governours and Officers in Poꝛts, and other Maritime plates, not to luffer 
any Pꝛiwate Man of War Sailing by a Fozeign Commiſſion,and having any Pꝛize oꝛ Pꝛizes (that he may have taken) in his power and pol⸗ 
ſellion, to ſtay above Twenty four hours in anypot Dur Poꝛts oꝛ Har bours, unleſs he be thereto conſtrained by contrary Winds, Blocking up 
by Enemies, £2 other Diitrels; Pet lo that during his ſtay, he do not break Bulk, Sell, Barter, oz leave behind him any of his Pꝛize⸗Goods, 


upon any terms oꝛ pꝛetence whatſoever, And e further Require Our Officers and Subjects not to in

to earry away their · Pꝛizes whither themſelves think fit; Pꝛovided they Have not the Goods oꝛ Merchandizes of an of Pur own Subjects 


on Board ſuch Pꝛtzes: Which if they happen to have, Our meaning is, That they be upon due pꝛook taken out and reſtoꝛed to the true 
Dꝛopꝛietoꝛs. 
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VI. Te do ſtraitly Require and Command, That none of Our Subjects, of what degre o2 condition ſoever, do pzeſume to Buy, Con⸗ 
tract, oꝛ Deal with any Foꝛeign Men of Mar, their Ofticers,o2 Company, oz with any other perſon coming from Sea, not being a nnown 
Merchant, foz any Wares, Merchandizes, Uictuals, Ammunition, Tackle, Furniture, P2oviſions oꝛ Goods Whatſoever, not brought in 
by the Courſe of Merchandize, aud the Cuſtom and Duties upon them kirſt paid, upon pain of fozfeiting all ſuch Wares and Goods as 
Bona Piratarum BU THE to be, and of being further P2occeded againſt and Puniſhed in Dur High Court of Adiniralty, as Abetters and Com⸗ 
plites of Pirats, and as Receivers of Pirats and their Gods ought to be by the Laws and Cuſtoms of the Sea in that behalf. 

Vil. And whereas divers of Par Subjects out of their inclinations to Rapine, and Licentious Courſes, rather than to Trading Uop- * 
ages, aud other hone!r Emplopments at home, do engage (ome of the one ſide, and ſome of the other, in the Nuarrels ef Pur Neighbour. 
Princes now in War, Without Our Zeave oz Permillion; We do Hereby (:raitiy Command and Require, That no Officer - oꝛ Mariner 
whatſoever, being Our Subject, do pꝛelume to put himſelf into the Martial Service ok any Foꝛeign Pzince oꝛ State, oz accept of andere- 
cute any Commiſſion of TWar,oz Letter of Marque, oꝛ Repzizal, from any ſuch Pꝛince oꝛ State, oꝛ go in any Merchant oz F:ſhing Uoyage, in 
any other Ship oz Uellel than ſuchas belong to Pur own Subjects, Without leave from Dur Selk, oz Dur Zozd High Admiral, oz Wur 
Commiſſioners foꝛ Erecut/ng the Office of £92d High Admiral foꝛ the time being, in due fo2m firſt obtained. And We do hereby Charge and 
Command all Officers, Parmers, and Sea⸗karing Men whatſoever, that are now in any ſuch Service, to leave the lame foꝛthwith, and 
to get their Appearance, and Return to their Native Countrey Recoꝛded in Our High Court of Admiralty, oz befoze ſonie of Pur Officers 
thereunto Pmpolvered, upon pain of being Reputed and Puniſhed as Pirats. And in caſe any Officer oz Mariner neglecting to return 
upon theſe Our Sutnmons, happen at any time hereafter to come into any P2927 oꝛ Place of Our Dominions, We do hereby Charge and 
Nequtreall Mice Admirals, and Our Off cers in Poꝛts and Maritime Places, to Appꝛehend and Seize ſuch Perſon oz Perſons, and him 
02 them {o Seized, to Commit to the next Gaol, there to remain until further O:der, and the Certificate thereof to return With all ſp#d 
unto Dur High Court of Admiralty,to the end that the DAender oz Difenders may be P22ceded againſt accoꝛding to the Laws of this Our 
Realin in that behalf provided. |
